In  course  of  time  al  three  made 
application  to  the  department  for  the  quarter  section,  and  the  same  being  in  dis- 
pute,  the  matter  was  refferred  to  the  I)ominion  lands'  agent  of  that  time  to  de- 
termine  the  rights  of  tlie  parties.  After  hesring  the  evidence  be  adjudged  the 
tand  to  Slonlalbetti,  and  he  became  the  owner  by  patent  riglit.

Lj-on  was  not  satisfied  with  this  decision  and  appealed  to  the  Exoheauer 
Oourt  to  have  the  patent  sot  aside  upon  the  ground  of  fraud.

Opposition  Case  Fklli. 

Had  the  case  remained  where  the  opposition  left  it,  there  might  have  been  a 
lingering  doubt  in  the  minds  of  some  people  as  to  whether  Montalbetti  was  clearly 
entitled  to  the  land,  but  all  this  was  set  at  rest  by  the  trial  which  occurred  at 
McLeod,  for  the  jury,  after  considering  the  evidence  returned  a  verdict  of  not 

The  only  ground  upon  which  th?  oppo'ition  based  their  case  was  that  of 
fraud  on  the  part  of  Montalbetti  in  securing  his  title  which  he  afterwards  trans- 
ferred to  Mclfenzie.  This  has  finally  been  diapc  i  of  by  a  jury  who  found  that

There  was  a  vindictive  attack  made  upon  him  in  consequence  of  his  being 
a  strong  Liberal  partisan.  However,  the  case  went  against  him.  He  then  left  the 
government  service  and  returned  to  his  former  business.  So  many  calls  were  made 
upon  his  service  as  interpreter  that  his  business  was  seriously  interfered  with,  and 
he  either  had  to  give  up  the  one  or  the  other.  He  is  known  as  the  best  interpreter 
in  the  province,  and  having  the  confidence  of  the  people  his  services  were  con- 
stantly m  request.  The  government  concluded  to  avail  of  his  services  as  inter- 
preter, and  he  was  permanently  employed  in  that  capacity.  It  is  charged  against 
him  that  he  interfered  in  the  provincial  elections  of  Alberta  in  1905.  The  gentle- 
man who  supplied  affidavits  in  support  of  tins  charge  was  the  defeated  candidate 
for  hdmonton  city,  but  he  declined  to  produce  any  direct  evidence  himself.  Mr. 
Wagner,  has  the  respect  of  the  community  in  which  he  resides,  and  is  performing 
valuable  and  satisfactory  services  for  the  people  in  liis  official  capacity  as  inter- 
preter. . 
Joseph  Nixon. 

Joseph  Nixon  was  aub-land  agent  at  McLeod  in  1901.  The  sttb-Iand  agencies 
were  public  conveniences  for  receiving  entries  for  land  in  remote  places.  When 
this  system  was  first  established,  the  sub-land  agent  was  paid  by  commission  upon 
the  business  transacted,  not  by  salary.  It  was  thought  that  a  small  salary  would 
be  preferable,  and  Nixon  was  sub-land  agent  at  $50  a  month  and  land  guide  at  t2S

Best  small  arm  in  the  world— Won  highest 
honors  at  Bisley-Establishment  of 
Factory  a  patriotic  act— Eng- 
lish Press  opinion. 

The  most  astonishing  and  unpatriotic  misrepresentations  have  been  scattered 
broadcast,  throughout  the  country  with  regard  to  the  Rosa  rifle  and  the  dealing! 
of  the  government  with  tliis  firm. 

There  was  before  the  Colonial  Conference  in  London  in  1907,  an  official 
paper  headed  "Patterns  and  Provisions  of  Equipment  and  Stores  for  Colonial 
iorces."  In  paragraph  6  of  this  paper  the  Quartermaster  General  and  the  Master 
General  of  the  Ordinance  recommended  that. 

"It  is  most  desirable  that  the  area  of  supply  of  the  warlike  stores  under  re- 
ference should  bo  as  wide  as  possible,  and  therefore  the  Colonial  Qovenunents 
should  be  urged  to  arrange  for  !"cal  manufacture  and  provision  rather  than  to  rely 
on  the  resources  of  the  United  Kingdom" 

Sir  Fredericli  Borden  Minister  of  Militia  and  Defence,  speaking  in  the  Houie  in 
February  1B07,  made  following  statement:— 

Why  Boss  Factory  Ettabllahtd 

It  w««  imposjible  lo  lecure  a  thouaind  rifles  in  Qnuit  BriUin  during  the  time  of  th»  South 
African  war,  and  1  thought  that  it  was  the  duty  of  tbia  government,  under  the  ciroumstancea,  to 
make  as  uon  as  possible  some  arrangement  by  wliich  our  rifles  eould  be  manufactured  in  Canada. 
1  was  ui  England  in  leoo  and  went  to  the  Birmingham  Small  Arms  people  and  tried  to  induw  the 
company  to  come  to  Canada.  I  quite  recoemze  the  desirability  of  our  having,  if  poasibi*,  pre- 
cisely  the  same  nlle  in  Canada  as  is  used  by  the  British  army,  beciuse  if  the  militia  of  this  aolmtiT 
should  ever  be  called  out  for  war,  it  would  be  better  thp.t  we  should  have  the  aame  lUai  Wa 
have  one,  however,  which  differs  so  little  from  the  Lee-Enfield  that  there  will  ba  no  troubh  on 
that  score. 

It  was  found  impossible  to  pre<  ..■  upon  the  Binningham  Small  Amu  Company,  ot  any  other 
small  arms  manufacturer  in  Engl  to  come  out  here  and  start  a  factory.  About  that  time  Sir 
tbarles  Boss  happened  to  be  hen  -  liad  not  then  come  to  Canada  for  tba  bat  time,  but,  as  tba 

hon.  gentleman  mu«'  know,  hai  sn  living  in  British  Columbia,  and  had  spent  a  ir~t  deal  of 
money  there  in  developing  water-  jrs  and  establishing  electrical  works.  Hawaa  i.  (uoedto 
me,  I  think,  liy  Mr.  Mackenzie,  ol  niessts.  Mackenzie  &  Mann,  and  brought  other  letter,  .ran  the 
niost  reputable  men  in  Canada.  He  explained  to  me  that  be  had  a  rffie  factory  in  the  United 
states,  and  was  selling  si-orting  rifles,  rifles  simiUr  to  what  are  being  manufactuied  het»  now.  Ha 
Kud  tliat  he  would  be  willing  to  establish  a  factory  lo  manufacture  rifles  for  Canada  with  the  same 
bore  and  to  use  the  same  cartridp  as  the  Lee- Enfield  rifle.  It  seemed  to  me  that  it  me  a  natriotio 
thing  on  my  iiart  to  recommend  and  on  the  part  ot  the  government  to  accept  this  opportunity  to 
secure  a  factory  which  would  turn  out  rifles  for  Canada.  - — 

Factory  Was  Established 

Sir  Charles  Ross  secured  a  contract  from  the  goTemment  an*  (berenpon 
erected  a  factory  at  Quebec,  upon  land  leased  from  the  government  at  a  nominal 
rental,  and  close  to  the  government  arseual.  Sir  Charles  Ross  states  that  hii 
investment  in  the  enterprise  stands  him  in  upwards  of  $2,000,000.  He  emolovs 
from  350  to  500  men. 

There  has  been  some  criticism  as  to  the  contract  upon  the  ground  that  the  go- 
vernment pays  75%  on  progress  estimates  as  the  rifles  are  being  manufactured. 
Ihis  IS  a  usu.ll  clause  in  all  large  government  contracts,  and  apDUai  to  all  the  de- 
partments equally. 

Colonel  Wurtele  is  the  man  who  makes  up  the  accounts  for  the  prograu  eetl- 
mates,  he  sees  every  charge  in  the  factory,  is  acquainted  with  every  voucher,  and 
all  the  books  of  the  company  are  open  to  him  at  all  times,  he  sees  every  labourer's 
account  and  taiows  the  detail  of  the  business  from  end  to  end.  Hia  evidenoi 
before  the  pubhc  accounts  couuuittee  was  as  follows:

Chester  show  li    '  luhn  Stanfield  was  able  to  break  the  ranks  of  the  Solid  Eighteen, 
Ritchie  Saw  Them  All. 

Mr.  Ritchie  the  Conservative  leader  and  counsel  for  Bayne,  secured  a  room  in 
the  Hotel  near  Bayne,  and  after  witnesses  had  been  served  by  the  crown,  they 
invariably  met  Bayne  on  the  street  who  asked  them  to  take  a  drink  and  then  di- 
rected them  to  a  room  in  the  hotel  where  there  was  a  man  who  wanted  to  talk  to 
them.  One  by  one  they  went  up  stairs  and  in  tl»e  room  they  found  Mr.  Ritchie, 
Counsel  for  Bayne.  None  of  them  remembered  what  Mr.  Ritchie  said  to  them, 
but  the  visit  seemed  to  strangely  affect  their  memory.

It  will  be  observed  that  General  Lake  hod  given  the  chairman  of  thia  eoav 
mission  fnir  warning  so  far  back  as  November,  1907,  and  as  General  Lake  says  in  hia 
memorandum  this  letter  was  never  sckiuiwlcdgcd  and  the  contents  of  it  were  abeo- 
lutcly  disregarded.  I  find  that  instead  of  triyng  to  get  information  from  men  who 
might  be  supposed  to  knnw  something  about  militarv  matters,  these  gentlemen 
ba.<cd  thgir  qiiestiiias  very  largely  upon  newspaper  articles  which  appeared  gen- 
erally  in  nempapers  hostile  to  the  administration.  I  do  not  complain  of  that,  H 
they  were  newspapers  which  knew  anjthing  of  what  they  were  talking  about;  but 
they  were  not.  In  one  or  two  cases  questions  were  baaed  admittedly  upon  goiaipol 
the  street  corner.  There  is  altogether  too  much  of  the  element  of  gosiip  running 
through  the  report  of  this  commission  from  one  end  to  the  other.  That  part  of  It 
whi«h  refers  to  the  Militia  Department  is  all    ascd  upon  imagination  or  upon  gosaip. 

Now,  I  wish  to  .summarize  the  misrc-presenifitions— I  cannot  say  deliberate 
misrepresentatwns— that  have.been  made  in  this  report  aa  to  the  cauae  of  the  ift- 
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ofHett  (JbUnnandinK  in  the  old  dsyi,  and  much  more  ao,  u  to  tay  th*t  the  depart- 
ment haa  lost  its  identity  through  the  existence  of  the  militia  council.  But  thMe 
gentlemen  venture  upon  aomewhat  dangerous  ground  fur  novices.  They  undertake 
to  uy  that  the  militia  council  is  more  powerful  and  hn»  assumed  more  authoirty  in 
Canada  than  the  army  council  in  Cireat  Britain,  I  shall  read  an  extract  from 
Qeneral  Lake's  memorandum  on  that  point  as  it  will  be  accepted  aa  more  authorita- 
tive than  anything  I  could  say.    General  Lake  saj's: 

It  is  rather  a  pity  the  commissioners  should  have  commented  unfavo  rably 
upon  the  increased  expenditure  without  thinking  it  necessary  to  make  any  reference 
to  these  reasons  for  that  increase,  which  are  matten  of  polity  approved  by  parlia- 
ment. 

On  the  eontrsry,  they  seem  to  wish  to  attribute  the  whole  of  it  to  the  assump- 
tion by  the  militia  council  of  what  they  de»ignutc  us  the  '  control'  of  the  Militia  De- 
partment. A  parallel  is  dmwn  between  the  Army  Council  at  the  War  Office  in  Lon- 
don and  the  Militia  Council  at  Ottawa,  in  which  it  i^i  argued  with  somewhat  scant 
acquaintance  with  the  organisation  of  the  War  Office,  that  the  Army  Council  is 
'entirely  distinct'  from  the  War  Office,  whereas  the  Militia  Council  has  'swallowed 
up'  the  Militia  Department.  To  any  one  who  knows  the  War  Office,  th*  former 
Btatement  is  wide  of  the  truth. 

An  f  ttempt  is  also  made  to  show  that  parliamentary  control  is  more  fully  as- 
sured in  Kngland  than  in  Canada.  Parliament  is  supreme  in  both  cases,  and  the 
weakness  of  the  contention  advanced  by  the  commissioners  will  be  recognized  when 
it  is  remembered  that  the  Militia  Counril  is  by  law  (para.  7,  Militia  Act)  purely 
advisory  to  the  minister,  and  cannot  act  witliout  his  direct  assent  (see  onler  in 
council  of  December,?,  1004),  whereas  the  letters  patent  of  February  6, 1904,  which 
created  the  Army  Council,  not  only  vested  in  the  latter  all  the  prerogative  powen 
of  the  Crown  previously  exercised  by  the  Secreatry  of  State  or  the  Commander  in 
Chief,  but  gave  to  any  three  of  4ts  members  authority  to  exercise  its  full  powers. 

"That  is  literally  true  and  yet  this  self-constituted  military  critic  has  the  ef- 
frontery to  say  that  the  militia  council  has  assumed  control  and  absolutely  poaacflfles 
by  Act  of  parliament  greater  control  than  docs  the  armv  council  itself.  "The  militia 
council  has  no  control  whatever.  THK  MILITIA  COUNCIL,  AS  THE  ACT  PRE- 
SCRIBES, LS  PURELY  ADVISORY,  IT  IS  SIMPLY  A  CONVENIENT  METHOD 
BY  WHICH  THE  MINISTER  BRlNtlS  TO  HIS  AID  DIFFERENT  MEMBERS 
OF  THE  DEPARTMENT,  FOUR  OFFICERS  AND  TWO  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
CIVIL  STAFF.  The  Militi^  Department  is  peculiar  in  this  repsect,  it  is  different 
from  such  a  great  department,  for  instance,  as  that  of  the  Interior,  which  hat  its 
geological  branch,  its  Indian  branch  its  land  branch,  and  so  on,  all  absolutely  and 
entirely  distinct.  The  Militia  Department  has  its  intelligence  branch,  with  its 
chief  of  general  staff,  its  adjutant  general,  looking  after  the  troops,  the  training,  etc., 
the  quarter-master  general,  looking  after  the  ftores  and  supplies,  and  the  Master 
General  of  Ordinance,  and  of  course  the  deputy  minister  of  the  department  as  the 
other  departments  have.  Bi!t  these  different  departments  or  branches  are  inter- 
dependent, they  are  in  a  sense  inseparable,  and  in  order  to  have  successful  adminis- 
tration j-ou  must  have  those  different  departments  in  perfect  accord  and  perfect 
touch.  You  must  have  continuity  of  purpose,  you  must  have  co-operation  among 
the  different  branches  of  the  service  and  you  must  have  co-ordination  or  you  will 
experience  very  great  difficulty.  That  ia  the  object  for  which  the  army  council  was 
conceived,  but  of  course,  the  army  counril  has  received  very  much  greater  power. 
That  is  the  object  1  had  in  copying  the  present  plan  on  which  the  war  office  ia  ad- 
ministered, by  introducing  the  idea  of  having  in  Canada  a  militia  council.  The 
system  has  worked  admirably  .better  than  1  expected  and  I  hope  it  will  always  be 
continued.
